Headmaster’s 
Report 





H. Jeremy Packard, MA, Headmaster 


Ridley’s 98th year commenced 
with a very healthy and for the 
most part quite selective enroll- 
ment: 431 students in Grades 
10-13; 147 in Grades 5-9, for a total 
of 570 students. No less than 183 
were female, including 128 
boarders in Grades 10-13, and 16 
in Grades 8-9 - this made Ridley 
the largest boarding school for 
girls in Canada. Females compris- 
ed 32% of the Ridley student body 
overall, and slightly more than 
32% of the faculty. 


Despite, or perhaps because of, 
my absence from the school for 
somewhere around 24 days of the 
first two terms due to Second 
Century Kick-Off forays across 
North America, the school ran ex- 
ceptionally well!! A strong and ac- 
tivist group of school prefects, 
supported by an excellent admin- 
istration and faculty helped make 
the year one of high morale, and 
outside of one messy drug situa- 
tion in grade 9 in the winter term, 
relatively free of major 
disciplinary crises. Strong athletic 
morale held up despite a winless 
first football team. Our overall 
athletic records for the year were 
excellent, however, with the win- 


ning seasons for a majority of first 
team sports: girls’ field hockey 
winning the SJR Invitational in 
Winnipeg; a SOSSA champion- 
ship for 1st ice hockey; several 
SOSSA wins for track and field; 
wins for Ridley for the first time 
on Pacific waters at the Brentwood 
Invitational Regatta where our 
lightweight male 8 won; and final- 
ly an excellent day at the Cana- 
dian Scholastic Rowing Cham- 
pionships here in St. Catharines 
with victories for the girls, and for 
the overall school point total. 


Non-athletic extra-curricular ac- 
tivities also flourished. Ridley’s 
traditionally strong debators and 
public speakers fared well with 
one Ridleian going to the National 
Debating Championships, and 
another into the Provincials. Our 
School Reach Team (the old Reach 
for the Top trivia quiz contest) 
reached the southern Ontario 
championships; the school 
newspaper, Tiger Tribune put out 
more issues than any two 
previous years combined, and was 
joined in Ridley’s publication 
ranks by a new xeroxed literary 
organ, Voices. Mr. Richard Wright, 
holder of the Terence Cronyn 
Chair in English and Drama, in- 
augurated the tradition of the 
Ridley Literary Dinner this spring 
to honour literary, dramatic, and 
forensic Ridleians. In hallowed 
tradition, #162 Ridley College 
Cadet Corps hosted Brigadier 
General Forbes-West OR ’25 on 
Cadet Inspection Day. 


While the Ridley junior rugby 
team was touring England, and 
our boys and girls tennis teams 
were in Mexico over March break, 
the Long Range Planning Com- 
mittee of the Board convened a 
Future of Ridley (FOR) Con- 
ference for 27 alumni, parents, 
faculty, administrators, governors, 
and current students. Out of this 
stimulating conference came 
charges to task forces and a final 
report from the Long Range Plan- 
ning Committee presented to the 
Board 17 October with detailed

consideration to be given at a 
special Board meeting thereafter. 
The general thrust of the report 
was to recommend further in- 
tegration of all Ridley College 
facilities - Upper and Lower 
School; the integration of Grade 9 
into Grade 9-13 houses 
throughout the School with the 
preservation of a small boarding 
component below Grade 9 to form 
with a larger day component a 
viable junior-intermediate division 
of the College. The overall size of 
the school should be projected at 
not more than 600 maximum, 
with the Admissions Department 
encouraged to move gradually 
towards male-female parity, but 
with the emphasis on selectivity. 


Ridley’s 99th year began 13 
September 1987 with a record 
enrollment, the inauguration of a 
full-sized Grade 9-13 female house 
in Mandeville wing of the Lower 
School complex, the coalescing of 
Grade 5-9 boy boarders into 
Leonard House, and a large and 
healthy Grade 5-9 day student 
enrollment, for the first time in 
many years significantly exceeding 
budget figures. So far this year we 
have been experimenting with a 
new Thursday extra-curricular 
afternoon period, with no sports 
except scheduled SOSSA in- 
terscholastic contests. We also 
watch with anticipation as the 
new Second Century building 
gradually takes shape on B Squad! 
Following on the most successful 
annual fund total ever, a burgeon- 
ing Second Century fund, record 
enrollment and school operating 
surpluses, Ridley’s 99th year 
should be an ideal launching pad 
for our Centennial next year!

Last year’s report indicated that 
the advance effort had secured 
$7,379,518 in cash and pledges. On 
9 September 1986 the campaign 
officially kicked off. Since that 
time the Headmaster and Mrs. 
Packard,.Bob and Pat Stanley, 
Virginia Medland, Sam Anderson 
and Joyce and me and others, 
have participated in 34 combined 
Kick-Offs and Association 
gatherings. 


Some 1207 approaches to alumni, 
friends, corporations and staff 
have been developed by 160 
members of the campaign team 
who have been out making calls. 


As of 30 June 1987 $9,881,000 has 
been received as shown in the 
figures from some 396 donors. 


During this year 23 new scholar- 
ships and bursaries have been 
established from cash received 
from Second Century funds. 
Together with matching funds 
provided by the Ridley College 
Foundation these amount to 
$310,000. 


The endowment for the Terence 
Cronyn Chair continues to grow 
and hopefully next year will see 
the establishment of the second 
chair. 


And the sod was turned for the 
largest project of all, the Second 
Century Building, on Prize Day, 6 
June.

The Building Liaison Commiteee, 
formed in the fall of 1985, is 
responsible to the Board for the 
“design, construction and com- 
missioning” of Ridley’s new Se- 
cond Century Building. 


The exciting new academic facility 
will accommodate the sciences, 
computer studies, economics and 
the humanities in a single, in- 
tegrated facility with a gross area 
of 56,000 square feet, (5,203m7?) 
located on the west side of the 
road between the Lower School 
and the Iggulden Gymnasium. 


This Second Century Building is 
designed to meet the academic 
needs of the school for Ridley’s se- 
cond century and to promote in 
our students an understanding of 
the vital inter-relationships among 
Science, Technology and Society 
so essential for leadership in the 
21st Century. 


This Committee is the continua- 
tion of two previous Committees 
of the Board, the Needs and Ar- 
chitect Search/Selection Commit- 
tees. Membership in all three 
Committees has been essentially

the same and has provided essen- 
tial continuity. Currently, there are 
8 appointed Board Members and 5 
invited from Staff. 


For the past two years, the focus 
has been on matching the wants 
and needs of the school with the 
economic realities of constructing 
and paying for these facilities. Our 
architects, Moffat, Kinoshita 
Associates, spent most of 1986 
translating the school’s re- 
quirements into a conceptual 
building design and then into 
working drawings. Disconcerting- 
ly, construction tenders received 
in March, 1987, for this design in- 
dicated an unacceptable construc- 
tion cost of $7.9 million and a 
potential total project cost ex- 
ceeding $8.7 million. Clearly, far 
above the budgeted and authoriz- 
ed $6.5 million. 


The Committee’s task was to bring 
the costs and facilities back into 
line with the approved budget. In 
April, Newman Brothers Contrac- 
tors of St. Catharines were ap- 
pointed contractors for the 
building and, together with the 
architects and Mr. Les Andrew, 
Ridley’s Property Manager, the 





summer was spent resizing the 
building and ascertaining the 
costs of deferring certain elements 
such as the Theatre/Auditorium 
equipment and furnishings. 


Fortunately, the new construction 
tenders, based on this summer’s 
efforts, indicate an acceptable con- 
struction cost of approximately $7 
million. In light of four significant 
second gifts by some board 
members, the decision to com- 
plete and equip the theatre has 
been made. Tenders were review- 
ed by the Committee on 10 
September, and recommended ac- 
ceptance by the Board on 16 
September 1987. 


In an attempt to maintain 
schedules, foundation construc- 
tion began in mid-August on site. 
Completion is scheduled for 
December, 1988. 


As Chairman of the Building 
Liaison Committee, I would like to 
thank all Committee members for 
their most valuable efforts and, 
particularly, the exceptional con- 
tributions of Mr. Les Andrew.

Ridley has two main endowment 
funds - the U.S. Ridley Scholarship 
Fund Inc. and the Ridley College 
Foundation Endowment Fund. This 
report outlines the principal features 
of the Canadian Fund whose 
securities are lodged with a major 
Canadian trust company. The active 
investment of these funds is entrusted 
to a professional money management 
firm, under the direction of the In- 
vestment Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of the Ridley College Founda- 
tion. The Investment Committee is 
comprised of members of the Ridley 
Family, whose expertise is relevant to 
investments and investment manage- 
ment. Approximately one-half of the 
endowment funds is invested in 
equities, both Canadian and 
American. The remaining half is in 
fixed income securities, approximately 
one-half in bonds, and one-half in 
mortgages. Generally, these bonds 
and mortgages have a five year 
maturity date or less. 


Theoretically, the current rate of infla- 
tion aS a minimum is retained within 
the portfolio, to ensure that the funds 
will continue to grow and support 
Ridley College in a meaningful way. 


The actual amount of funds available 
to support Ridley in its many activities 
is set as a percentage of the market 


value as at 31 December each year to 
apply to the next school year beginn- 
ing 1 July. For our current school year 
beginning 1 July 1987, the endowment 
Fund will provide $535,368 which 
happens to be 8% of the market value 
of the Fund as at 31 December 1986. 
This money, together with receipts 
from the annual Ridley Fund Drive, 
supports scholarships, bursaries and 
property committee budgets. 


In any given year, where the Founda- 
tion has an excess of receipts over 
disbursements, this excess is capitaliz- 
ed and added back to the individual 
capital components of the endowment 
funds. In this way, a specifically nam- 
ed block of endowment capital will re- 
tain its initial donation amount and 
will receive the benefit of the income 
retained within the portfolio. All of 
these policies and procedures are 
designed to provide for financial sup- 
port of Ridley College both now and 
for many years to come. 


The Investment Committee also 
oversees the investment of the assets 
of the Ridley College Pension Plan 
whose income goes to support the 
staff retirement program.

The Ridley College Scholarship Foun- 
dation Inc. was established approx- 
imately 35 years ago in order to pro- 
vide a vehicle to allow alumni residing 
in the United States to contribute to 
Ridley and receive deductions for in- 
come tax purposes in compliance with 
United States income tax regulations. 
Shortly after inception, it received a 
single donation of $50,000. Today it 
totals approximately U.S. $1,400,000 or 
(Canadian $1,890,000). The Scholar- 
ship Fund is administered by a board 
of directors elected from alumni who 
are residents of the United States. The 
directors annually grant funds to the 
school to provide scholarships and 
bursaries.

The 1986/1987 school year opened 
with an accumulated operating 
deficit of $278,000. As reported last 
year, the Finance Committee is in 
the midst of a programme to 
reduce the operating deficit to 
$200,000 over a three-year period. 
The 1986/1987 budget had pre- 
dicted a reduction in the deficit of 
$39,500. In fact, the school was 
successful in reducing the deficit 
by $48,000 bringing the year-end 
operating deficit to $230,000. The 
goal of $200,000 would now ap- 
pear to be attainable. 

Further information concerning 
the school’s financial position and 
results can be obtained from 
reviewing the accompanying con- 
densed financial statements. 


Fiscal 1987/1988 will be a tough 
financial year for the school as it 
embarks on the construction of 
the new science/humanities 
building. 


This project, which is estimated to 
cost over $6.5 million in the next 
two years, will have a significant 
impact on the school financially. 


While the major construction costs 
will be funded from the Second 
Century Campaign, it is antici- 
pated that the school will have to 
finance a portion of this cost as 
progress draws are required to pay 
the contractor. Furthermore, it is 
anticipated that there will be other 
expenses relating to the building 
that are not contained in the 
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overall project and consequently 
would not be funded by the Cam- 
paign. The Finance Committee is 
fully aware of the significance of 
this project and the school’s finan- 
cial position and does not intend 
to let the project impair the strong 
financial position that has been 
achieved over the last few years. 


The Finance Committee wishes to 
thank all those who gave both in 
time and money to a successful 
fiscal 1987 and hopes that this 
support will continue in the 
future as Ridley enters a new 
financial stage in its life.

The Tax Reform Proposals — Making 


Tax Reform Proposal 


The government has proposed to 
replace the present tax deduction 
for donations to registered 
charities with a tax credit. The 
proposed federal credit will be 
17% of the first $250 of annual 
contributions and 29% of further 
contributions. For residents of On- 
tario, the combined federal/pro- 
vincial tax credit will be 25.5% of 
the first $250 of contributions and 
43.5% of further contributions, 
based on the existing Ontario tax 
rate and ignoring surtaxes. 


The maximum charitable contribu- 
tions in a year that are eligible for 
the credit cannot exceed 20% of 
your net income. Gifts that you 
cannot claim for credit in a year 
may be carried forward for up to 
five years. When a gift is carried 
over to a later year, it will be 
treated as if it were made in the 
year and added to other gifts you 
actually make in that year. The 
new credit will also apply to gifts 
carried over from 1987 and prior 
years.

Tax Saving from Making 
Contributions in 1987 


In 1987 the after-tax cost of a 
charitable contribution for a resi- 
dent of Ontario will be 47.5%. In 
1988 and later years the proposals 
will increase the after-tax cost to 
almost 55% of the contribution if 
the surtaxes remain in effect and 
the Ontario tax rate does not 
change. This is a 15% increase in 
the after-tax cost of your contribu- 
tion. We encourage you to con- 
sider making your 1988 and 1989 
contributions in 1987 to take ad- 
vantage of the lower after-tax cost 
of contributions in 1987. Even con- 
sidering the interest cost of mak- 
ing contributions earlier, it is 
beneficial for you to make your 
1988 and 1989 contributions in 
1987. The school also benefits from 
having the use of your contribu- 
tions earlier. 


Unfortunately, there is no advan- 
tage to making contributions in 
1987 instead of 1988 if your total 
1987 contributions will exceed 20% 
of your net income. Any 1987 con- 
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tributions in excess of 20% of your 
net income will be carried forward 
to 1988 and only qualify for the 
reduced credit. 


We urge you to take advantage of 
this opportunity to benefit both 
yourself and the school by making 
your 1988 and 1989 contributions 
by 31 December 1987.

The Reunion Giving Programme 
may well turn out to be one of the 
enduring accomplishments of the 
Second Century Campaign. In 
1986-87, Reunion Years raised a 
record amount of $106,036. The 
programme started out as a means 
of enabling alumni to participate 
in the Second Century Campaign 
through a class project under- 
taken in celebration of the various 
reunions. Over the course of the 
five years culminating in 1989, 
each class will have an opportuni- 
ty to select a project, finance it 
and receive public recognition of 
their support of the School. 


The results have been impressive 
not only in terms of the dollar 
amounts raised, but also in the 
enthusiasm with which classes 
when told of the programme have 
simply started their own projects. 
Many classes have undertaken to 
establish scholarships and bur- 
saries. The Ridley Foundation has 
set aside funds to match amounts 
raised for these scholarship pro- 
jects. If a class raises a minimum 
of $7,500, the Foundation will 
match these funds to a maximum 
of $50,000 to give a total scholar- 
ship capital fund for that class 
ranging from $15,000 to $100,000. 
These projects have often been 
spurred along by challenge grants 
from within the class. For in- 
stance, an alumnus may agree to

match funds raised by the class, 
so that both the original class gift 
plus the matching gift are in turn 
matched by the Foundation. This 
is giving with a vengeance. Other 
classes themselves have under- 
taken specific projects other than 
scholarships. In recognition of all 
these good works, any class rais- 
ing at least $5,000 in its reunion 
year, will have its name inscribed 
in the entrance to the Second 
Century Building. 


Some of the more notable projects 
and accomplishments to date are 
as follows: 


Class of 1936 - 

Had a 78 per cent participation 
rate in their reunion year. 

Class of 1940 - 

Raised $8,400 for a matching 
scholarship.

Class of 1955 - 

Raised funds for a computer for 
the new Science Labs. 

Class of 1956 - 

Undertook to landscape the 
grounds around the Chapel. 


Class of 1961 - 

Raised a record $50,858, a sum 
that includes two challenge gifts, 
to establish a scholarship fund of 
$100,858. 


Class of 1965 — 

The pioneer class in scholarship 
giving, ‘65 was the first class to 
establish a Second Century 
Scholarship by raising $7,500. 


Class of 1966 — 

Raised, including a challenge gift 
$18,720 towards a scholarship and 
the satisfaction of showing that 
they could raise more money than 
1965. 


Class of 1967 - 

Was so enthusiastic they started 
their campaign one year early, and 
have already raised $10,175 
towards a scholarship.

During the past fiscal year, new endowment funds 
have been established as part of the Second Century 
Campaign.
